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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . This Office action is in response to Applicant's amendment filed July 25, 2003. . 
Applicant has amended claims 1 , 8, 9, 12-15 and 34. Claims 32, 33 and 35 have been 
cancelled. Claims 16-31 remain nonelected. Currently, claims 1-31 and 34 remain 
pending in the application. 

The examiner notes that applicant's amendment lists claims 16-31 as being 
withdrawn in response to the restriction requirement. It appears to the examiner that 
applicant is attempting to cancel claims 16-31. Although claims 16-31 have not been 
formally canceled, the examiner suggests that applicant should formally cancel claims 
16-31 (i.e. with the term canceled and not withdrawn) in their next response. 

2. The text of those sections of Title 35 U.S. Code not included in this action can be 
found in the prior Office action, Paper No. 9. 

3. The objection of claims 8-10 is withdrawn in view of applicant's amendments and 
remarks. 

4. The rejection of claims 9-10 under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, is withdrawn in 
view of applicant's amendments and remarks. 
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5. The rejection of claims 9-10 under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, is 
withdrawn in view of applicant's amendments and remarks. 

6. The rejection of claims 1-3, 13-15 and 32-25 under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as 
anticipated by or, in the alternative, under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as obvious over Hatton et 
al, GB 2,158,080 A, is withdrawn in view of applicant's amendments and remarks.. 

7. The rejection of claims 1-6 and 32-35 under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as anticipated by 
or, in the alternative, under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as obvious over Billenstein et al, DE 
2,556,544, is withdrawn in view of applicant's amendments and remarks. 

8. The rejection of claims 1 -1 5 and 34 under the judicially created doctrine of 
obviousness-type double patenting as being unpatentable over claims 1-8 and 19-23 of 
copending Application No. 09/660,363 is maintained for the reasons of record. 

NEW GROUNDS OF REJECTION 
Response to Amendment 

9. The amendment filed July 25, 2003 is objected to under 35 U.S.C. 132 because 
it introduces new matter into the disclosure. 35 U.S.C. 132 states that no amendment 
shall introduce new matter into the disclosure of the invention. The added material 
which is hot supported by the original disclosure is as follows: The newly added groups 
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(iii)(b)-(ii)(d) and (iv)(b)-(iv)(c) for the variable R 2 in instant claim 1, and the newly added 
limitations in instant claims 12-14 are not supported by the instant specification. 

Applicant is required to cancel the new matter in the reply to this Office Action. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

10. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

11. Claims 1-15 and 34 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, as failing 
to comply with the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter 
which was not described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to 
one skilled in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, 
had possession of the claimed invention. Specifically, the examiner notes that the 
newly added groups (iii)(b)-(ii)(d) and (iv)(b)-(iv)(c) for the variable R 2 in instant claim 1, 
and the newly added limitations in instant claims 12-14 are not supported by the instant 
specification. 

Response to Arguments 

12. Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 1-31 and 34 have been considered 
but are moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection. Furthermore, the examiner 
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acknowledges that applicant stands ready to file a terminal disclaimer for copending 
Application No. 09/660,363 upon the indication of allowable subject matter
